THE BOCA & LOYALTON 


RAILROAD 





By David Myrick 


The Boca & Loyalton Railroad, never more than sixty miles long, and with a life 
span of about twenty years, was largely the result of the development of the lumber 
industry of Sierra and Plumas Counties in Eastern California. 

About 1886 the three Lewis brothers joined forces with two Peck brothers and built 
the Lewis Mill in Sardine Valley, using lumber from old ranch houses, About a year 
later, after the Pecks had withdrawn from the partnership, a box factory was establish- 
ed. Finished lumber was teamed through the Sardine Valley and over the Dog Valley 
Grade to the lumber yard at Verdi. A few years later, a river captain, John Roberts 
of the Sacramento Transportation Company, brought his steam wagons to Verdi from the 
River country, where they had been used to haul freight and produce to connect with 
the steamers, A man working for Captain Roberts, named Doan, is credited with having 
invented the steam wagon, The first weighed fifteen tons, and the other four or five 
weighed thirty tons. A partly dismantled one is on a ranch near Sierraville at this 
time. Its driving wheels are over six feet high. See also issue 189 for simular 
steam wagon on McCloud Lumber Company. 

Joining the Lewises, Captain Roberts put his steam wagons in service in 1891-92, 
and while they were satisfactory for hauling lumber, the farmers disliked them 
because they frightened their horses. The lumber company proposed and built a new 
Toad on the opposite side of Sardine Valley, but still there was a good deal of feel- 
ing against them. So W. S. Lewis had a big picnic and invited all the farmers and 
told them of his aims to build up the area by providing year-round employment and 
helping the farmer market his produce. The farmers were appeased by Lewis's words 
and a change in the schedules whereby the steam wagons were run at night when there 
were no horse teams on the roads. 

About 1897, a standard gauge railroad was built from Boca,on the Southern Pacific, 
to the Lewis Mill, about 17 miles. Again there was opposition from the farmers, and, 
because a picnic had worked so well before, Lewis had another picnic topped off by a 
free ride on flat cars for all attending, Again success crowned his efforts. 

About 1900 gradual extensions had pushed the railroad northward another nine miles 
to Loyalton, and the sawmill was moved from Lewis Mill to Loyalton. Formal incorporat- 
lon of the Boca & Loyalton Railroad took place on September 24, 1900, with some San 
Franciscans joining Roberts and Lewis on the Board of Directors, 
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The new terminous at Loyalton was originally called Smithneck, but received a new 
name about the time of the Civil War because of the large number of volunteers for 
the Union cause coming from the area, The Lewis family were among the early settlers, 
and, to curb saloons, passed strict laws. The city limits were pushed way out for 
many years to discourage saloons, making Loyalton one of the largest cities, in area, 
in California. 

Before the railroad came, the population totaled 50 counting all the men, women 
and children. J. R. Enscoe had a hotel and mercantile house, Joe Kelly was the black- 
smith, and Chris Darius had a harness shop. A dressmaker, Mrs. Routson, the Loyalton 
House, operated by D. B. Keyes, and a few houses made up the town. When the railroad 
came, a big celebration was in order, and everyone for miles around celebrated the 
first standard gauge railroad in Sierra Valley. 

The Roberts Lumber Company was formed and bought two ranches for the mill site. 
Horton Bros. moved their mill from Clover Valley to Loyalton and added a box factory. 
Turner Bros. Milling Co. (primarily a planing mill), the Reno Mill & Lumber Company 
and the California White Pine Lumber Company were induced to come to Loyalton, taking 
advantage of the longer season for drying lumber in the Sierra Valley. Meanwhile 
Captain Roberts was purchasing all of the timber lands he could for $1.25 an acre 
using script.

The railroad was promptly extended from Loyalton almost due north for three miles, 
thence in a northwesterly direction in a perfectly straight line across the marsh lands 
of Sierra Valley to a point one-half mile east of Beckwourth (also called Beckwith). 
From this point the line headed 6.25 miles westward to Portola, which when readied in 
1902, marked the completion of the railroad. 


From the point one-half mile east of Beckwourth the Boca & Loyalton was just 75 
feet south of and parallel with the narrow gauge Sierra Valleys Railway for the next 
three miles westward to Grizzly Creek. The two rights of way can easily be seen 
even today. In Beckwourth, the Boca & Loyalton station was at the east end of town 
on Clover Street, while the Sierra Valleys had their station at the west side of town, 

To avoid crossing Grizzly Creek, the Boca & Loyalton crossed the Middle Fork of 
the Feather River and went along its south bank to Portola, The Sierra Valleys 
remained on the northside and much of its right of way now underlies the present high- 
way. When the Western Pacific main line came through in 1908 it purchased this part 
of the Boca & Loyalton and realigned it to eliminate some curves, By an agreement 
dated December 24, 1908, the Boca & Loyalton was granted a right in perpetuity to use 
the 2,86 miles of Western Pacific into Portola, then known as Mormon. The fact that 
the Western Pacific and the Boca & Loyalton were both controlled at the time by the 
Denver & Rio Grande helped bring about this arrangement. It later came out that 
the D&RG had acquired 51% of the Boca & Loyalton stock to keep rival interests out 
of the Feather River area. 

By 1908, the Boca & Loyalton was in full swing, due in large measure to the West- 
ern Pacific construction. It had 133 employees on the payroll and used seven loco- 
motives and forty-five cars, mostly flat cars. Although its operating revenues were 
$215,000 for the year, it showed a net loss of $8,680. The next two years, even 
with slightly less gross, it reported profits of $19,667 and $9,743 respectively, 
probably the only two profitable years in its history...though there is no record 
of any dividends having been paid in any year. f 

There were many spurs serving the lumber industry. In the 26 miles between Boca 
and Loyalton, there were about a dozen small spurs, with names such as the Lewis Spur, 
Rees Spur and Alder Spur. In addition there were some major spurs. At Merrill, 
eleven miles north of Boca where the Verdi Lumber Company's railroad crossed the Boca 
& Loyalton, there was the mile and a half long Davies Spur west to the Davies Mill, 
About 3.25 miles south of the Loyalton wye the Roberts Spur went off to the south 
for 1,2 miles. ; , 

About 2.5 miles south of the Loyalton wye the Clover Valley Spur was built in 1917, 
It is reported that the B&L built 3/4 of a mile of the spur easterly from the main 
line and that the Clover Valley Lumber Company extended the line four miles up Baden- 
augh Canyon. Other reports show this line as only 2.6 miles long. 
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Near Beckwourth was the Horton Spur, later called Marsh Spur, of 3.17 miles built 
in 1902. The spur crossed the Sierra Valleys Railway, which had been operating since 
1895, and it was necessary to file condemnation proceedings. There was considerable 
friction between the men of the two railroads and one story is that bricks and pick 
handles were used liberally on opposing gangs. Another is that everything was peace- 
ful and serene and the crossing frog was installed on a Sunday with no difficulty 
because the B&L foreman was farsighted enough to provide both forces with plenty of 
beer, and a fine time was had by all attending. 

The spur went to Horton Landing (Worn's Camp) where connection was made with the 
narrow gauge logging railroad of the Horton Brothers. The narrow gauge was extended 
over the hill about 1907-8 as cutting operations moved northward. The Horton's sold 
out to the Marsh Lumber Company about this time, but the line remained a narrow gauge 
until 1920 when the Clover Valley Lumber Company took it over. The Horton Spur is 
now part of the Clover Valley Lumber Company's railroad which also operates over the 
Western Pacific's Loyalton Branch (ex-Boca & Loyalton) to the mill at Loyalton. 

About three miles west of Beckwourth was the Grizzly Spur or 1.88 miles, built 
about 1907. Besides being a source of timber, the spur also originated copper con- 
centrates teamed in from the Walker Mine, A natural ice plant was established as 
the Grizzly Creek Ice Company in 1912 by Charles Gulling, a former school teacher, 
railroad surveyor and lumberman., The ice plant was later acquired by the Clover 
Valley Lumber Company and was operated until the 1937-38 season, The ice was used 
by the Western Pacific in its refrigerator cars and prior to the abandonment of the 
“B&L to Boca some ice went south to the Southern Pacific. There was storage capacity 
of 20,000 tons at this plant. The Grizzly spur, later known as the Gulling Branch, 
was abandoned by the W.P. in 1940. 

The Fay Spur Number 2 was just west of Portola and extended southward 2,89 miles. 
Sometime after 1908 it became part of the W.P. wye track. It was shortened by 1.37 
miles about 1910. 

At the end of 1908 the Boca & Loyalton operated 45.20 miles of main line and five 
major spurs totaling 11.29 miles...a grand total of 56.49 miles. On the railroad 
were 77 trestles aggregating 2710 feet, the longest one being 120 feet. Between Boca 
(elevation 5534') and Leyalton (4950') there was a maximum grade of 3% over the 
Summit (6300'), Curves had a maximum of 18°. To Portola (4900') the grade did not 
exceed 1% and there were no curves greater than 8°, 

Train service was casual, The daily except Sunday train left Boca at 8:45 A.M. 
and arrived at Loyalton at 10:20 A.M.. It remained there until noon, and then went 
on only to Beckwourth, arriving there 35 minutes later. Returning, it left Beck- 
wourth at 3:00 P.M., and, by spending only 35 minutes at Loyalton, was due at Boca 
at 5:54 P.M,....Such were the schedules in August, 1908. 


The years 1907 and 1908 marked the end of general milling in Ioyalton. South of 
foyalton, the timber was being pretty well cut over. With the completion of the 
Western Pacific in 1909, men and materials for that project ceased to move over the 
Boca & Loyalton. Passengers and freight from the Sierra Valley moved increasingly 
over the Western Pacific and the gross revenues of the Boca & Loyalton, which had 
been $215,000 in 1908, fell to $101,000 in 1912, $74,000 in 1914, and were only 
$28,000 in 1916, its last year of operation, The net losses ranged from $41,000 to 
$52,000 per year. : 

Because the Boca & Loyalton defaulted on the sinking fund installments of its bonds 
amounting to $30,000 each year from 1910 to 1915 a receiver was appointed on June 9, 
1915 with Chester L. Hovey appointed to the post. 


The Receiver asked the California Railroad Commission to suspend operation from 
January 1 to May 1, 1916 to save expense of winter operations. The Sierra Valley 
Creamery, a cooperative at Loyalton, protested, as did the Grizzly Ice Company at 
Gulling. Apparently no one south of Loyalton objected except the Davies Lumber Comp- 
any, which was dismantling its plant at the end of the Davies Spur. The Lumber Comp- 
any was promised special service to help move its disassembled plant and it was agreed 
at the hearings that in January and February there would be one mixed train a week 
on Tuesdays between Beckwourth and Loyalton with an additional trip on Fridays beginning 
in March. No service was required between Loyalton and Boca. This arrangement was 
later extended through June, 1916, 

The railroad was sold at foreclosure on September 8, 1916, with Alexander R. Baldwin, 


Hot President and General Attorney of the Western Pacific, making the high bid of 
35,100. 


Following another hearing before the Railroad Commission, the Boca & Loyalton was 
allowed to abandon its line between Loyalton and Boca and the Western Pacific was 
authorized to purchase the remaining portions,

Some people in Loyalton, fearing higher rates because of a different routing, had 
portested, but rate adjustments were made to their general satisfaction. W. H. Duncan 
of Loyalton made a survey of potential traffic which would move over the line south of 
{oyalton and estimated that 200 cars of freight (besides the ice business) would move 
yielding annual gross revenues of $10,000. However, the Commission found that the line, 


even with revenues of several times that amount in prior years, showed annual operating 
losses of around $4,000, with net losses even greater. It would have required, or so 


the Commission found, extensive rehabilitation estimated to cost from $50,000 to $70,000 
just to place the line in safe operating condition.

Today the Western Pacific still operates the portion of the Boca & Loyalton between 
Hawley and Loyalton, 12,29 miles, The Clover Valley Lumber Company has operating 
rights over this line and also uses the 1.14 miles of track south of Loyalton for 


switching and storage purposes. The Clover Valley Lumber Company also uses the former 
BRL Horton branch as mentioned earlier.

Last saw service on W.P. in November, 
1924 and was scrapped at Sacramento in June, 1930, 
Purchased in 1902 from Cincinnati, New Orleans & Texas Pacific (Southern Rail- 
way), originally No, 55, later 555 and 589 of that road, Used in construction 
of the Western Pacific, Acquired by W.P. November 30, 1916; became No, 124. 
Used principally on the Terminous Branch and the Tidewater Southern by the WP. 
It was set aside in October, 1947 and broken up in November, 1949. 
Purchased second-hand in 1902; no record of disposal, save was assigned to W.P, 
western division on July 1, 1914 and was awaiting shopping at Loyalton August 1, 
1914, On January 1, 1915 it was still at Loyalton,.

125. Used from 1928 to 1930 on Tidewater Southern. Retired April 10, 1931;

CLOVER VALLEY LUMBER COMPANY 

The Clover Valley Lumber Company was organized in 1917 and took over the assets of 
the Koberts Lumber Company. Roberts Lumber Company bonds had been pledged under the 
Boca & Loyalton Railroad mortgage and when the railroad went bankrupt the Lumber Comp- 
any followed. 

The Horton Bros Mill south of Loyalton was sold to Marsh , and when these operators 
died, leaving on one to operate the mill, the Clover Valley Lumber Company purchased 
the mortgage from the Washoe County Bank, This mill burned in 1919, but included in 
the purchase was the previously mentioned narrow gauge line running northward from the 
forton Spur. The Clover Valley Lumber standard gauged the line and extended it north- 
vard, 

From 1921 to 1929 the logging railroad went to Natson Place in Red Clover Valley. 
in 1935 it went to Squaw Valley, and two years later to Last Chance Creek. lLater it 
vent to Camp 14 and then to Doyle Crossing, 52 miles from Loyalton and 39 miles from 
Hawley. 

The Clover Valley Lumber Company operated a number of shay locomotives, including 
former Sierra Railroad #11 which it had acquired through the Verdi Lumber Company, but 
in recent years the main line haul was made with #4, a 2-6-6-2T mallet, Former Hobart 
Southern #8, 2-6-2, is used at the Camp to switch cars during the loading from trucks 
to railroad cars.
